My dear Flock:

as His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
pointed out at Easter in 1941, 
every new weapon of war has its 
inevitable reaction in its use, some- 
times in a more terrible manner 
on the part of the .adversary. 


The Germ Of War 


Referring then to the opinion 
that the atomic bomb may des- 
troy the germ of war, the article 
states that this destruction of the 
germ of war lies only in the pow- 
er of the human heart. 

After fourteen years of war, 
the Osservatore article says, with 
the coming of the first breath of 
quiet, there arises to God from 
human hearts a throb of grat- 
titude which calls together human 
souls to the universal examination 
of conscience and invites all— 
both victor and vanquished— to 
meditate on the ruins of two con- 
tinents, both material ruin and 
moral. 

The vanquished can meditate, 
the article continues, on those who 
had recourse to arms and entrust- 
ed their cause exclusively therein, 
and now lie mutilated under the 
collapse of every dream of domina- 
tion, their hopes and plans of con- 
guest overthrown, even their psy- 
chology upset. They who exalted 
force and scorned justice and right 
now invoke the same justice and 
right. 

The victors, the writer declares, 
who were obliged to repel force 
with force, now contemplate how 
they are beset with complex mor- 
al, political, economic and social 
problems which have arisen among 
the diverse tendencies, open con- 
trasts, contrary interpretations, of 
words and deeds, and from differ- 
ent and contradictory concepts of 
justice, liberty and the self-de- 
cision and rights of people. 


Foundations Of Peace 


Growing out of this conflict, the 
article declares, there. is present 
now a true war of ideas, theories 
and judgments of right and wrong. 
The article continues that if the 
victors compare the points of de- 
parture and principles for which 
the war was entered with the 
points of arrival, they will see that 
even the victors have reason for 
doubts about victory. Humanity 
itself feels deeply wounded, the 
writer avers, for such is the effect 
of war with all its hatred and ran- 
cor, so that peace, even before it 
is proclaimed, is menaced by the 
wounds of war and is in danger 
of being a mere cessation of hos-" 
tilities, or; worse still, only a 
transformation of hostilities, as 
happened 25 years ago. 

t is here that the writer says 
the mere enormity of destruction 
occasioned by war will not bring 
pre le to peace, but only the re- 

irth of Christ and the Christian 
spirit in human hearts.

Title II of the bill appropriates 
$15,000,000 to the United States 
Office of Education for allocation 
to State educational agencies, 
which are “to establish, maintain,

Title I of the bill, under which

Not more 
than one-quarter of the funds may 
be used for the purpose of the sur- 
plus agricultural commodities 
which are distributed directly to 
the schools by the Department of 
Agriculture.

Opposes Compulsory 
Military Training 
In Peacetime 


Washington, Aug 20 —(NC)— 
Plans for national defense which 
involve compulsory universal mil- 
itary training in peacetime are 
viewed as being farthest removed 
from the ideal of reduction of 
armaments and as seriously jeop- 
ardizing its eventful realization in 
a report which has received the 
approval of the Executive Board 
of the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association. 

The Association, the report 
states, is convinced that lasting 


peace must be pbrought about 
‘through international institutions 
‘which will make possible the pro- 
‘gressive reduction of armaments. 


“However,” the report § says, 
“pending realization of this ulti- 
mate goal of reduced armaments, 
it sees the need of providing a 
sound and adequate national de- 
fense policy.” 

Pntitled “A Democratic Plan 
for National Defense,” the report 
was drawn up by a special com- 
mittee of the College and Univer- 
sity Branch of the N.C.E.A. It 
bears the signatures of the Rev. 
Allan P. Farrell, S.J., Associate 
Editor of America, chairman; the 
Rev. William F. Cunningham, 
C.S.C., of the University of Notre 
Dame, the Rev. Cyril F. Meyer, 
C.M., of St. John’s College, Brook- 
lyn, and Brother Bonaventure 
Thomas, F.S.C., of Manhattan Col- 
lege, New York City. 

Obligation To State Views 

“In common with all American 
citizens,” the report says, “the 
National Catholic Educational As- 
sociation feels a deep concern over 
proposals for our permanent peace- 
time defense policy. It believes 
that as educators of youth it has 
a right as well as an obligation 
to state its views not only on 
what it regards as unwise and ob- 
jeetionable but also on what type 
of defense policy it would consider 
adequate and desirable in the light 
of our national needs and demo- 
cratic traditions.” 


“Five major factors, it seems 
to the Association, must enter in- 
to consideration,” the report 
states, “when drafting a sound 
program of national defense: first, 
our new position politically in 
world affairs; second, the nature 
of the peace; third, the changing 
methods of warfare: fourth, fi- 
nancial feasibility; fifth, the pre- 
servation of our unique democratic 
traditions.”

My honest belief as a young man 
was that the Episcopal Church was

According to the CIP corres- 
pondent the following Political 
Parties are operating at least 
theoretically: 


1) The mass parties are the same 
as in South Italy: Communists, 
Socialists and Christian Democrats. 

2) Social-Communist strength is 
centered in the cities. The Social- 
ists show greater independence 
from the Communists than in the 
South. 

8) The Christian Democrats 
Party has the support of most 
practicing Catholics, except for a 
small group of Christian Socialists 
(which, however, is expectéd to 
merge with the C.D.) and the 
Christian Workers Movement; an 
the. “Communist 
Catholics,” represented on the Lib- 
eration Committee in some parts 


mayoralty. 

4) The Action Party is much 
stronger. According to Dr. Parri, 
in an exclusive interview with 
CIP, in Milan alone it has 40 to 
50 thousand members. It derives 
its strength largely from the in- 
tellectual and professional classes 


and from its leading role in the 
Resistance, but is not a party for 
the “masses.” 


5) The Liberal Party, represent- 
ing mostly business interests, is 
active in the cities, 


6) The Labor Democrats; the 6th 
member of the Liberation Com- 
mittee in the South, does not exist 
in the North. 


7) A new party along the lines 
of a labor party may develop in 
the North—“free of a rigidly class 
structure and any dogmatic ideo- 
logy so as to be able to accommo- 
date men of different religious and 
philosophical beliefs -on a demo- 
cratic program.” Cooperation be- 
tween the parties was close during 
the clandestine period, and there 
is general agreement in favor of 
a republic rather than the mon- 
archy.

Sobering is the recollection that to give us this 
day many young Americans died.

During these days of war, death has become 
a more than usually familiar fact. Its shadow 
has spread across the country from one ocean 
to the other. There is no smallest hamlet that 
has not felt its chill; that has not sat like Ra- 
chel “weeping for her children and would not be 
comforted, because they are no more.” 

And the tears have been bitter because they 
were for the young; for men of promise and 
hope, cut down before they could gather the 
first sheaf of a full harvest. Yet the weeping 
of a Christian people is never as of one who 
has no hope. For with God “a thousand years 
are as a day, and a day as a thousand years.” 
And through the merits of the death of His 
Son, He has given to man that divine alchemy 
of grace which can transform the commonest 
actions of his day into a treasure which neither 
moth nor rust can consume or thieves break 
through and steal. 


But man must be a “doer of the word and 
not a hearer only” if his years, few or many, 
are to be profitable for heaven. There is no 
place in God’s plan of salvation for the spiritual 
idler; for the drifter. “Why stand you here all 
the day idle?” was a reproach to men. “Go 
ye into My vineyard, and I will give you what is 
just.” But for “every idle word that a man 
shall speak he shall render an account.” For 
the kingdom of heaven is like to a nobleman 
who went into a far country to obtain for him- 
self a kingdom and then return. And having 
summoned ten of his servants he gave them 
ten gold pieces and said to them, “Trade till I 
come.” 


Now, my dear friends, those young men, 
many of whom we are proud to call “our boys,” 
who after so short a life, “died in action,” but 
whose action was done with the grace and love 
of God in their hearts, were not found empty- 
handed; for God has made them usurers with 
His grace, and the tramp of their marching 
feet, every deed on sea or in the air, has 
paid eternal dividends when their books were 
reckoned up... 


Yes, as Father Burke so simply and scripturally | * 
reminds us, Bill, these dead heroes of ours who have 
given back to us a hold on freedom did not meet 
God empty-handed; God has given them overtime 
pay as only He can; they are in a very true sense | & 
infinitely more fortunate than we; and, as Joyce

All these things 
may not wean a great deal taken 
individually; taken together, how- 
ever, they seem to make for a more 
living faith. We’re not in a posi- 
tion to say whether all this pro- 
duces a better type of Catholic but 
we are certain that they’re none 
the worse for it. Moreover, it’s 
such a beautiful way to live out 
one’s life. 


Mostly Catholics 


Of course we must not forget 
that the inhabitants of this City 
are, to a vast majority, Catholic. 
Therefore we couldn’t hope for the 
same in our American cities. But 
it would be well worth our effort 
to retain the few Catholic customs 
we have and do our best to revive 
the ones that have gradually slip- 
ped from our midst. We like to 
think in terms of wayside shrines, 
the family rosary, May altars in 
every home, Corpus Christi pro- 
cessions and the like. Some tell us 
that modern mothers no _ longer 
sprinkle the house with holy water 
during a thunder storm. As kid- 
dies, we looked upon an electrical 
storm and Mother’s holy water 
sprinkler as inseparables. We even 
recall the time during a storm 
when she gave our dog “Prince” a 
little sprinkle “just in case.” 


Strange though it be, Christian- 
ity works in cycles. Some authori- 
tative men have said China will 
furnish the missioners who will 
save our faith in some unforeseen 
age. And so when our turn comes 
(and it might not be too far dis- 
tant), let’s hope that we’ll have a 
rich and living Catholic faith to 
pass on. At least it’s nice to think 
about; on the other hand, we could

_. Perhaps many of you will recall having read in this 
column several months ago of the Catholic exploits of the 
Callanan brothers at the University of Southern California, 
and how I learned, through having my name in this paper, 
that their father and I were old friends from the days when 
he was grand knight of Duquesne Council, Knights of Colum-: 
bus, in Pittsburgh, and I resided* 


at the council house. 
ere is an interesting sequel 
to that story of last winter, and 
it has been written in his “Sports 
- Parade” column in the Los Angeles 
Times by Braven Dyer, who says: 

“The fourth Callanan brother 
won’t be playing football for the 
University of Southern California 
after all. 
years and maybe not at all. In- 
stead, Eddie will enter the priest- 
hood. So, if there’s to be a Cal- 
lanan following in the gridiron 
footsteps of Howard, George and 
Jim it will have to be the sixth 
brother, Jack, who’s now attending 
Loyola High School. 

“The oldest brother, Joe, did not 
attend S.C., but chose instead 
Loyola University, where he was 
ace sprinter and captain of the 
track team. Howard and George 
were bright stars of past Trojan 
elevens and Jim is captain-elect 
of the 1945 varsity. Ensign How- 
ard was lost when his destroyer 
sank during landing operations 
off Leyte. 

“Eddie, who is only 17, enrolled 
at S C. a few months ago and 
reported for spring practice. He 
had been star quarterback on Bill 
Sargent’s Loyola High School 
eleven. Trained in the T-forma- 
tion, he was regarded by South- 
ern California Coach Jeff Cravath 
as the leading candidate to skip- 
per the next Trojan varsity. 

“But for years Eddie has been 


thinking about the priesthood, and |: 


esterday his father, Howard Cal- 
nan, Sr., told me about it. 3 


“*Yes, Eddie came to me a 
week ago and said he wished to 
become a Jesuit priest,’ said the 
father. ‘Of course, I was pleas- 
antly surprised, but I. knew it 
had been in the back of his 
mind for a couple of years. 

“*Eddie always was very re- 
ligious and I feel confident that 
he will see it through, although 
it won't be easy because the 
Jesuit course requires 12 to 14 
years of study. He has applied 
to the master of novices at the 
Los Gatos novitiate and in all 
probability will be accepted 
within a month or so. We are 
very proud of him.’ 


“The three Callanans, Howard, 
George and Jim, are the most 
famous ‘threesome of brothers ever 
to compete for Southern Califor- 
nia. Their football achievements 
are well known to all Southern 
fans. Howard was one of the 
fastest backs ever to play for 
Troy, completing his grid career 
in the middle of the 1943 season. 
At one.time all three brothers 
were in the game together. Both 
George and Jim played in the 
1944 Rose Bowl game when S. C. 
shellacked Washington, 29-0. 
George scored two touchdowns.

“Jim and George played again 
against Tennessee last January, 
the latter only for a minute or 
so because of an injured knee. 
Jim scored the quickest touchdown 
in Rose Bowl history when he 
blocked a Vol punt and ran into 
the end zone before the game was 
two minutes old. 

“Although Howard was first re- 
ported as missing in action and 
later reported dead by the Navy 
department, the Callanan family 
still hopes that he will come home 
some day. 


“*Late last January,’ Mr. Cal- 
lanan said, ‘we were told of a 
Jap broadcast which quoted a 
Los Angeles boy who was not 
allowed to give his name, but 
said if any of his large family 
who were interested in athletics 
were listening that he wanted 
them to know he was all right. 
Then, not so long ago, we learn- 
ed that another broadcast, this 
by Tokyo Rose, chided Ameri- 
cans, ‘I’ll bet you'd like to know 
the star Southern California 
football player we have as a 
prisoner of war.’ 

“*Of course, that could be any 
one of several men. But in ad- 
dition to this I have talked with 
“several fellows who said they 
saw Howard alive on a raft 
after his ship had sunk. So nat- 
urally we haven’t given up 
hope.’ 

“The Callanan family used to 
have quite a time when they were 
all together. You see, in addition 
to the six brothers, there’s a sis- 
ter, Maryanne. And you can im- 
agine the position of honor she 
held in the family circle. 

“Tf the good wishes of South- 
ern California sports fans are of 
any assistance to Eddie in the 
long years of unselfish service 
that lie ahead I’m sure he has 
them. The Callanan boys have 
brought much honor to the com- 
munity.” 


It was 22 years ago last night | 


that there was a fatal clash be- 
tween hooded and marching Klans- 
men and towns people in the bor- 
ough of Carnegie, Pa., just out- 
side of Pittsburgh, during which 
one of the Klansmen was shot and 
killed. I remember the date so 
well and accurately because the 
riot occurred on the Saturday 
night before our first born made 
her appearance on the following 
Sunday morning, August 26, 1923. 


But there were several inter- 
esting aftermaths to that tragic 
occurrence which might be worth 
retelling at this late date. First, 
because of the wave of bigoted 
hysteria that swept over the dis- 
trict at the time, and for other 
reasons which needn’t be dis- 
cussed here, the grand jury 
speedily returned an indictment 
charging a -prominent Catholic 
business man of Carnegie with 
the murder.

was made to the editor. The 
latter found out what some of 
the rest of us suspected—that 
the reporter concerned was a 
Klansman himself. He was fired, 
and a day or two later turned up

That 
is, it’s hard until you discover that 
some of the saints pulled them- 
selves out of deeper ruts than you 
may ever be in. Reading about 
their difficulties puts pep into us. 


But that is not all that spiritual 
reading can do for us. It can give 
us the power to spread right ideas 
about our Faith. An old Latin 
proverb says that no man can give 
what he hasn’t got. In the same 
way, we cannot give clear explana- 
tions about the Mass, the sacra- 
ments, or the set-up of the Church 
unless we have that knowledge our- 
selves. If we haven’t, then the 
best way to get it is by reading. 


Know The Answers 


That knowledge is really neces- 
sary too. No Catholic fellow or 
girl today will go through life 
without being challenged on some 
point of religion. To do justice 
to himself, his Faith, and God, he 
must have the answers. 

Just about here though, you are 
asking, “What should I read, 
books, magazines, pamphlets, or 
what?” It’s a good question and a 
bit difficult to answer because so 
much depends on you. If you take 
to books, some of the new, first- 
rate works by. recognized Catholic 
authors might be right for you. 
Remember such names as Henri 
Gheon and his Secrets of the 
Saints, Theodore Maynard and his 
new book on Mother Cabrini, or 
Margaret Monro and her Book of 
Unlikely Saints. 

Again, any of the well-known 
and a lot of the not-so-well-known 
Catholic magazines will provide you 
with real, useful spiritual reading. 
In case you have forgotten the 
names, how about The Sign, Ave 
Maria, Columbia, Extension, and 
perhaps The Torch, The Grail, and 
the new Family’ Digest, or others 
like it, St. Jude, St. Joseph and so 
on. 


The Pamphlet Field 


That third suggestion, though, 
sounds even a little better. Pam- 
phiets are written better today 
than they ever were. Samples can 
be found treating of almost any 
subject at all, from the lives of 
saints to blind dates and bobby 
socks. Titles are far too numerous 
to mention but you might take a 
cue from the publishers. Anything 
stamped with “The Paulist Press,” 
“The Queens Work,” yes, and “Our 
Sunday Visitor Press” is sure to be 
solid. 

_ A fellow with a groovey pamphlet 
in his coat pocket or a girl with 
one in her purse is almost sure to 
be a little better than he or she 
was. Even if the pamphlet isn’t 
read, its presence ought to remind 
both of them of their spiritual ob- 
ligations. Of course, the big thing 
is to do some spiritual reading, not 
to get hold of the printed pages.

process. Europe’s second attempt 
to cut her own throat has come 
horribly close to success. An Asia 
tice power has unchallenged mili- 
tary predominance in the world’s 
greatest land mass, the joined con- 
tinents of Europe. Asia, and Af. 
rica. And not only military pre- 
dominance, but revolutionary ideas 
to utter, and a mastery of all the 
psychological techniques of utter- 
ance, and a limitless energy. 


Horrible Or 
Full Of Promise 


To some the change seems sheer- 
ly horrible. To some it seems full 
of promise. But, doom or promise, 
it means an enormous change in 
the world’s spiritual axis. A 
change in the world’s geographical 
axis brought the Great Ice Age. 
A change in the world’s spiritua! 
axis will be as ecatacylsmic. We 
are already beginning to feel the 
rumble and the shock; but it is 
only a beginning. Nothing is fore. 
seeable. The future of the world, 
even the near future of the world, 
is hidden from us; and in that 
darkness I will make no prophecy 
of what will happen to religion. I 
know that whatever happens the’ 
Church will be there; and Christ 
giving His gifts of truth and life 
through her. That is all I know 
It is prophecy, of course, but not 
my prophecy: His ... 

Religion, we agree, is healthy 
only when so large a proportion of 
society accepts the full revelation 
of Christ that we can say that that 
makes the atmosphere that men’s 
minds breathe. Now by that stan- 
dard, our world, needing Christ as 
never before, is in a_ horrifying 
condition. Imagine some sort of 
Gallup Poll not of opinion but of 
knowledge, discovering what people 
know of the Blessed Trinity, the 
Incarnation, the Redemption, the 
Mission of the Holy Ghost, the Life 
of sanctifying grace. One would 
find utter ignorance. Some would 
recognize the words, some would 
not. Those who recognize the words 
could not say what they meant. 
Vast numbers would not so much 
as recognize the words. I cannot 
prove statistically that I am right, 
but does anyone think I am wrong? 

But these doctrines contain the 
lovely luminous realities which 
made the universe Christ came to 
reveal to us; the universe withir. 
which His teaching of love an’ 
brotherhood had its meaning. The 
almost universal ignorance of them 
proves that however sincere mav 
be the devotion to Christ as the 
friend of mankind, Christ as the 
founder of a religion with life-giv- 
ing truths and life-securing laws is 
simply not in men’s minds. 


Neither Love Nor 
Fear Of God 


Thus, testing the religious con- 
dition of our world by its attitude 
to Christ gives a negative result: 
the Christian revelation lies not 
half remembered in the mind. Let 
us test our world by its attitude 
to God. There are historically two 
great attitudes to God—the fear of 
God, which is the beginning of wis- 
dom, and the love of God, which is 
the crown of life. Now concentrate 
our minds upon what love means; 
then try to feel the atmosphere of 
our world, and see if we can feel 
love for God or any feel-able ele- 
ment in it. God knows I may be 
wrong, I hope I am wrong, but I 
cannot feel that love of God is 
there.

But if love of God is not notably 
present in our world, neither is 
fear of God. There seems no gen- 
eral awareness of God as the law- 
giver concerned that His laws be 
kept, or as the Judge before whom 
we must all stand, or as the All- 
Pure in comparison with whom we 
see our own defilement in such ter- 
rifying clarity. Indeed our average 
man is not conscious of defilement 
but pretty well satisfied with him- 
self. Never in all the history of 
mankind has there been less sense 
of sin, or of any fvrdamental need 
for purification. 


Fear of God and love of God: 
These constitute the distinctively 
religious attitudes. If they are ab- 
sent; what remains? For some- 
thing does remain. 


In spite of close on a century of 
materialist-atheist attack, the idea 
of God has not been wholly torn 
from men’s minds. The vast ma- 
jority do in some vague, yet not 
valueless way, believe in Him. At 
the lowest, it is a sense that above 
and beyond this world, there is 
someone somewhere. And there is 
the further sense that this someone 
stands in some way for goodness. 
Beyond that, nothing can be said 
with certainty, as true of the gen- 
eral attitude of men toward God. 
It is a minimum, yet it is not; 
nothing. As compared with blank 
atheism, it is almost splendid. Bvt, 
compared with the fullness. of 
truth, it is almost pathetic. It is 
insufficient as a foundation for any 
very actual relation to God. There 
is not enough to it. Men have not 
a clear enough idea of what God 
is to have any clear idea of what 
His function is. 


What Do They Think 
God’s Function Is? 


What do they think His function 
is? Without mockery, one may say 
that for a vast number of men, His 
only function is to help when we 
have tried everything else without 
success; to bear the blame when 
things go too badly wrong with the 
world 


In this light, God’s function is 
to prevent any harm coming to us 
from our own sinfulness. In other 
words, men are to do just what 
they like, and God is to see to it 
that the world is none the worse 
for it—like a sick man who dis- 
obey all the rules of health pre- 
scribed by the doctor and then 
feels a grievance against the doctor 
for not keeping him well. 


Yet again, this is not the whole 
story. If it is true that men do 
feel that God has an obligation to 
them, they have, more vaguely but 
still truly, a sense of obligation to 
Him. There remains in most men 
the notion that God in some way, 
stands for goodness; and that we 
have some sort of obligation of 
goodness toward Him. But agair 
it is not enough. Men feel that 
they are serving God, if they dv 
what they think right; if they act 
by their highest ideals. But the 
test of right action is not what 
we think right, but what He thinks 
right: not our highest ideals, but 
His laws. 


That is the element most catas- 
trophically absent from what re- 
mains of religion in the average 
man—the Laws of God. The very 
phrase is hardly there any more. 
and the reality behind the phrase 
not there at all. 


God Made World 
For A Purpose 


God having made this universe 
has a Will for it. Praying for 
God’s aid is a mere beginning of 
religion, scarcely religion at all, 
for it means asking God to do 
something for us; whereas religion 
means offering God to do anything 
for Him. 

Again, God, having made this 
universe, has established the laws 
by which it must operate. In the 
physical order there is some aware- 
ness of this, but not in the moral 


j order. There is not even the shad- 


ow left in men’s minds of the truth 
that the moral law is law; that the 
law of purity for instance, is as 
much a law as the law of gravity: 
that the law of love is as much a 
‘law as the law of nutrition. We 
can ignore the moral. laws as we 
can ignore the physical; but the 
damage to the soul in the one case 
is as certain as the’damage to the 
body in the other. 

All this is religion, and our 
world is totally unaware of it. 
Their idea @f God, the meaning 
they attach to God, is too slight to 
bear such a weight of reality. In 
plain truth, their idea of God is 
too slight, too flickering and uncer- 
tain, to cast any light u the 
meaning and movement of hfe. Just

This, to summarize, is the reli- 
gious condition in which our world 
is entering upon.the perilously pro- 
blematical future; the belief in 
God and in the soul’s immortality 
not dead, but not much more than 
barely alive. 

It is a bleak picture I have 
drawn, but the need for return to 
the full religion of Christ is too 
desperate for anything but sheer 
realism. We can never hope to 
cure a patient whose sickness we 
have not the nerve to diagnose.

The question of a reserve force 
i; declared to be primarily an 
Army rather than a Navy prob- 
lem, and such a force, the report 
savs, would be applicable and of 
practical significance “only in fre- 
lation to the Army, and then only 
in relation to the. Army ground 
forces.” There is no need, it as- 
serts, for a professional Navy, 
Marine Corps or Air Corps. 


Much of the report is devoted to 
consideration of the Defense Act 
of 1920, which, it says, was con- 
structed with the intention of pro- 
viding this country with a Citizen 
Army, “based according to the mil- 
itary experts on the principles 
left by George Washington.” 


“We find in the current military 
literature little or no criticism of 
the organization character of the 
Army envisioned by this Act,” the 
report says. ““‘We assume, therefore, 
that any future program proposed 
by the military experts will be es- 
sentially the same—except that 
they now wish the compulsory 
training feature.

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Statement By Fr. Braun Tells 
Of His Exoneration Of False 
Charge By Moscow Appeal Court 


A statement prepared in 


Braun, A.A., 42-year-old American priest who for more than 
ten years has served as chaplain for American Catholics in 
the Soviet capital, has been received in this country, giving a 
detailed account of his recent exoneration by an appeals court 


in Moscow of a prior conviction on a charge of assault lodged 
- 


by a janitor at the French Em- 
bassay in Moscow. 


In his statement Father Braun 
publicly expressed his thanks to 
the Soviet authorities for their 
“courteous attitude,” in allowing 
an appeal after the proper time 
had expired. 


Father Braun’s statement fol- 
lows: 


“As a result of a false denun- 
ciation apparently substantiated 
by a fraudulent medical certificate, 
I was summoned to appear before 
a Moscow court on a trumped-up 
charge of assault and battery. 


“This hearing took place on 
July 2. I pleaded not guilty — 
was, found guilty by the court, 
and fined 100 rubles. Independent- 
ly of the amnesty promulgated on 
July 7, I appealed this sentence 
on the grounds of lack of evidence. 
Although I had automatically for- 
feited my right of appeal by not 
registering it in time, the Moscow 
Municipal Court, graciously al- 
lowing for my ignorance of the 
legal procedure, made an extra- 
ordinary exception in answer to 
my written plea and opened the 
ware of Appeal to me on July 27, 


“The Presiding Judge Wladim- 
irowa of the Collegium of Lawyers, 
assisted by Tatarinow and Mix- 
hailowa, revised my case as of 
July 27 and found, after hearing 
my own defense, that there was 
no foundation for the verdict of 
guilt as pronounced by the court 
on Jiffy 2. Basing itself on a re- 
examination of the case and on 
the stipulations of article 418 of 
the criminal code procedure, the

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Pope Tells Women 
Workers Duties 
Towards Families 


Warns Against Conflict 
Between The Church And 
The Laboring Classes 


Vatican City, Aug. 20 —(NC)— 
Words of guidance for working 
women to govern their conduct as 
regards the family, public life and 
the Church were pronounced by 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII in & 
discourse at an audience in which 
he received 6,000 Catholic women 
workers. The audience had been 
arranged by ACLI (Christian As- 
sociation of Italian Workers). 

‘tis Holiness declared that those 
who would pretend to see a “‘di- 
viding wall between the Church 
and the working world” are going 
contrary to all “the facts of clear 
evidence.” Citing the United 
States as an example, he urged 
his listeners to look to any coun- 
try “where the Catholic Church 
can live and act freely,” and they 
will see no trace of contrast be- 
tween the Church and the work- 
ing world. 

After welcoming and saluting 
the women in the name of Mary, 
triumphantly assumed into heaven, 
the Holy Father said: “We pro- 
pose, please God, to speak on a 
future occasion about condition and 
duties of women in daily life. But 
We were urged today to set forth 
to Catholic working women some 
short and more simple consider- 
ations which should rule your con- 
duct as regards the family, public 
life and the Church.” 

Commenting on the topic “Work- 
ing Women and the Family,” the 
Pope said woman’s place is in the 
home with her family, and he 
noted how the industrial era has 
brought changes unprecedented in 
human civilization which have ob- 
ligated women to leave the do- 
mestic hearth for work in offices, 
factories and shops. 2 

“Not a few,” His Holiness said, 
“deplore such a change, but it 
is an accomplished fact from 
which, for the moment, it is im- 
possible to recede.” 

The Sovereign Pontiff exhorted 
the unmarried women present to 
make their homes more and more 
their sanctuary in devotion to 
their parents, brothers and sisters, 
even if this should entail a stern 
renouncement of pleasures and 
mean going against the contem- 
porary current in order to observe 
their Christian duties. 

Addressing himself to working 
Wives, the’ Holy Father said in 
Dart: 

“To those of you who already 
are married and are mothers, We

The statement reads further: 

“The bill, as originally intro- 
duced, seriously jeopardized the 
participation of nonpublic school 
children in those States where the 
constitution or statute forbids any 
public service in support of a non- 
public institution. However, an 
amendment to Title I preventing 
exclusion of children in nonpublic 
schools from receiving the benefits 
of school lunches was incorporated 
into the bill and reported favor- 
ably by the Committee. This 
amendment provides that, if a 
State is not allowed to disburse 
Federal funds to nonpublic school 
lunch rooms, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture must withhold from the 
State’s allotment an amount in pro- 
portion that the number of children 
attending nonpublic schools bears 


to the total number of school chil- 
dren in the State. The funds with- 
held will be distributed by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture directly to 
the nonpublic schoc]s. This amend- 
ment simply means that if the 
State will not feed the children in 
nonpublic schools, it may not count 
them when it makes its request for 


a share of Federal funds.”

Grateful Memory 
Of Marines 


Somewhere in the Pacific — 
(NC) —(Delayed)— “A Marine? 
Oh yes, we remember the Marines 
and thank God for them,” ex- 
claimed Sister Angelica Salaver- 
ria, a Spanish nun, when she was 
interviewed on Saipan by a Ma- 
rine Corps combat correspondent. 

In halting English Sister An- 
gelica and three other Missionary 
Sisters of Mercy told of the res- 
toration of their church and the 
return to normal life of the 3,000 
Chamorro natives whom they serve 
on the island Mission. 

The natives had to work on 
fortification when Japanese 
troops poured onto the island ear- 
ly in the war, the Sisters said. 
“The Japanese took our chairs, 
searched our house frequently, and 
later took it over for their quart- 
ers,’ Sister Angelica said. 

hen the American Marines 
stormed the island, the nuns took 
to the hills to escape the fury 
of battle, Sister Angelica said, add- 
ing: “We prayed and helped the 
natives.”’ 

She related how one Sister had 
been killed by a shell while hiding 
in the hills, and how she herself 
had recovered fram a bullet which 
pierced her side and emerged from 
her back. Her main worries were 
the illness of her Mother Superior, 
the Marine correspondent discover- 
ed.

British Liaison Officer 
Defends King Leopold 
In Belgian Controversy 


London, Aug. 20—(NC)—On be- 
half of King Leopold of the Bel- 
gians, interesting evidence was 
given by Lord Keyes, a non-Catho- 
lic, who was British liaison of- 
ficer to the Belgian Army at the 
time of its surrender in 1940. Ina 
letter .to the London Times com- 
menting on the debate in the Bel- 
gian Parliament, Lord Keyes ac- 
cused M. Spaak, one of the King’s 
most vehement opponents, of 
making, with his colleagues, 
“ceaseless efforts. . . between May 
14 and May 24, 1940, to persuade 
King Leopold to desert his army.” 

The Belgian political attitude, 
Lord Keyes added, “certainly 
alarmed him” because “the fate of 
the small British Army, during 
their retreat, depended on the 
steadfastness of the Belgian Army 
on the northeast flanks.” Only the 
inspiration and leadership of King 
Leopold enabled that army to make 
a stand “almost as gallant as their 
fathers had done during the last 
war under King Albert, who had 
also been urged by his Prime Min- 
ister to abandon his army,” the 
writer added. 

But for “Leopold’s refusal to fly 
with M. Spaak and his colleagues 
many thousands of British soldiers 
who escaped to Dunkirk, would 
surely have perished or been cap- 
tured,”"Lord Keyes concluded.

Centers In Germany, Austria 


The Pontificial Mission to former 
internees in ge g and Austria 
left Milan on July 7. Previously, 
early in June, officials of the mis} 
sion had arranged for the initiation 
of its work and had established 
centers of operations in Austria 
and Southern Germany. 


The vast majority of Western 
Europeans have already been 
patriated, Monsignor Carroll sa 
and within a few weeks this ta 
should be completed. However, 
added, Europe and the Allied aut 
orities will still be faced with th 
grave problem arising from th 
presence in Western Europe o 
more than 2,000,000 Eastern Eur» 
opeans who must be classed either 
as Stateless persons or regarded ag 
legitimately unwilling to return to 
their homes until what they de 
scribe as the “certain threat o 
persecution and death” has been 
removed through strong interna- 
tional assurances. 


The Pontifical Mission dispatched 
to Germany by the Holy Ag: 
has been eminently successful i 
its efforts to aid the work of ree 
patriation and in bringing to mil» 
lions of war victims the comforts 
and consolation of spiritual assiste- 
ance and a goodly measure of mae 
terial and medical aid, Monsignor 
Carroll said. 

The first section of the Pontifica 
Mission, comprising some 65 
priests, doctors, nurses and tech- 
nicians, was divided into teams and 
was later joined by a second grouy 
of more than 60 persons. As in th 
case of the first group, the secon 
was accompanied by a fleet of 3 
trucks laden with medicines, vita 
foodstuffs and clothing. The pers 
sonnel and material had been very 
generously recruited by the eccles- 
iastical authorities of Milan, Bres- 
cia, Como, Turin and other dio« 
ceses of Northern Italy.
